Each 
subordi- 


nate Grange willbecome 
a distribut- 
ing agency by which the information 
compiled by Mr. Earl willreach the

Guide 
contains 
14 pages 
twelve by 


sixteen 
inches in size. 
Its pages are 


filled with information relative to the 
State, carefully and accurately

Trouble in the Ring Camp. 


The ring machine 
Is not running 


smooth of late, and 
though 
tiie old 


engineers 
arc busy tightening a Bill 


here and oiling a bearing there, Iho 
machinery 
still creaks 
and 
groans 


and manifests 
a most decided inclina- 


tion not to work. 
Tho ring oil-can 


seems 
to have 
lost its 
difficulty-re- 


moving power, and 
though frequent 


consultations 
have been held by those 


old engineers who were 
wont to boast 


that 
they 
controlled 
Los 
Angeles, 


they have as yet failed to lind what 
is the 
matter "mit der machine." 


From what transpired 
at the Satur- 


day night meeting of the old engi- 
neers? which, by the way, was largely 
attended 
hy the stokers and 
serfs 
of 


the Gas 
and Water 
Companies?it 
is 


quite evident it lias never been 
the 


purpose 
of the ring to support 
Mr. 


Sabichi for Mayor any longer than it

elect him. 
Tbe old engineers 
who 


govern and control 
the members 
and

states that on the botiyof the deceased 
was found a silver mark of a Mason, 
upon which were engraved the initials 
of his name. 
A little further investi- 
gation revealed 
to the beholder 
the 


most siugular exhibition of Masonic 
emblems 
that was ever drawn by the 
ingenuity of man 
upon 
the human 


skin. 
There is nothing in tiie history 


of traditions of Freemasonry 
equal to 
it. 
Beautifully dotted on his left arm 
in red and blue ink which time could 
not efface, appeared 
all the emblems 
of the entire 
apprenticeship. 
There 


was the HolyBible, square 
and com- 


pass, 
twenty - four Inch 
gauge 
and' 


common 
gavel. 
There 
was also 
the 


Masonic 
pavement, 
representing 
the 
ground floor of Solomon's Temple, the 
indented tessel which surrounds itand 
the blazing star in the center. 
On his 
right arm, artistically executed in the 
same 
indelible 
fluid, were 
the 
em- 
blems pertaining to the Fellowcraft's 
degree, viz?the square, 
the level and 
the plumb. 
There 
were also the live 
columns representing 
the five orders 
of architecture 
? the 
Tuscan, 
Doric, 
lonic, Corinthian anil Composite. 
In 
removing the garments from his body, 
the trowel presented 
itself, with all 
the other tools of operative masonry. 
Over his heart was the pot of incense; 
on other parts of his botiy were 
the 
bee-hive, 
the book of constitutions, 
guarded by theTyler's sword, pointing 
to a naked heart; the All-Seeing Eye, 
the anchor and tiie ark, the hour-glass, 
the scythe, 
the forty-second 
problem 
of Euclid, the sun, 
moon, 
stars and 
comets; the three steps which are em- 
blematic of youth, manhood 
and age. 
Admirably executed 
was the weeping 
virgin, reclining upon 
a broken 
col- 
umn, upon which lay the book of con- 
stitutions. 
In her right band she held 
the pot of incense, 
the 
Mason's 
em- 
blem ofa pure heart, and in her left a 
sprig of acacia, 
the emblem 
of the 
immortality of the soul. Immediately 
beneath her stood winged Time witli 
his scythe by his side with which he 
cuts the brittle thread of life and the 
hour-glas9 at his feet, which is ever 
reminding 
us 
that life is withering 
away. 
The withered 
and attenuated 
lingers <of the 
destoyer were 
placed 
amid the long and flowing ringlets of 
the disconsolate 
mourner. 
Thus were 
striking 
emblems 
of mortality 
and 
immortality blended in one 
pictorial 
representation. 
It was 
a spectacle 
such as Masons never saw before and 
in all probability 
such as the frater- 
nity will never 
witness again. 
The 
deceased 
brother's 
name 
was never 
known.

table. Put itto any one; would you not

whilo he in his poverty could barely 
keep his own children out of the poor 
house.

may 
be our 
greatest 
blessings 
and 
the 
truest 


grounds for thanks, 
but they are bles- 
sings in disguise, 
and we cannot see 


them; 
therefore, 
we

not called 


upon to be thankful for them. 
God is 


able to make 
the evils of life praise 


Him and we should 
rejoice 
that He 


has the will and the power to do it; 
but we should not be thankful for the 
evils. 
(Jod does not recpiire it, and it 


is fanaticism 
and 
foolish to talk as 


many do on this subject. 


As a 
nation 
we 
have 
enough 
to 


thank God for without thanking Him 
for poverty and other evils. Teh years 
of unparafelled prosperity which have 
been bestowed upon our national 
his- 


tory are a source of gratitude to alltrue 
Americans. 
The history of no nation 


furnishes a paralel for prosperity 
and 


national greatness 
in so short 
a time. 


A slight review of the past.issufficient 
to prove to the thinking part of the 
world that the hand of God has been in 
all the affairs of this country from its 
first discovery to the present moment.

as a 
slave. 


Thus through the providences 
of God, 


has 
all the 
nations 
of earth 
been 


brought together in our fair country. 
They have been drawn or driven here 
us to a great school of humanity,where 
they can 
learn 
principles 
and take 


practical lessons 
in self reliance 
and 


self government.
